British Admiralty are making extensive ar- 
rangements for tho purpose of opposing 
Russia's scheme of establishing a fleet of 
cm i sera to prey upon British commerce. 
Counter centres are to be established at 
Bermuda, In tho Bahamas, and at New- 
foundland, in tha Atlantic, and at Victoria 
and Fiji in the Pacific. At each of these 
stations the fleet will consist of three turret 
ships and three gnnboaU pf the heaviest 
armament!. Two fast, unirmorod crullers 
have been put in commission for special ser- 
vice. The Boadicea, an nnanxtorsd cor- 
vette, with a capacity of steaming fouruen 
knots an honr, junt commisiioned, will 
probably proceed to the Bahamas. The 
Admiralty have also under consideration the 
adoption of a patent propeller, of which 
matvela are related. It ia claimed this in- 
vention can In a few hours be applied to 
any steamer and by it the swiftness of ves- 
sels will be increased one-sixth.

upon incorpipUblfl treasures irhicb "molb 
and nut cuinot destroy." But it 13 iaees- 
s*ry to ke«p a sharp lookout for tbo safety 
o! our fora and flannels, and we must waga 
war upon it. 
In the first place wo mnot 


carefully pnt away everything we can, upon 
which it will lay eggs. If wo pack away 
onr fars and flannels early in May, before 
the.moth has begun to my its eggs, and 
U»T« them in boxes or bags to tight that 
tbe flying moth can not ECJUCCZO in, no fur- 
ther precaution ia necessary. Clean paper 
btgaare recommended for this purpose— 
those used for flour and meal bags. They 
Bhoold bo without holes or openings any- 
where. 


These bags, when filled Hud closed firmly, 


maybe put away on closet shelves or in 
loose boies, without danger to the contents 
so far as mpthi are concerned, without need 
of camphor or other strong odors to drive 
the moth away. Fnrs nre usually Bold in 
boiea in which they may be kept. Beat 
them well when yon finally put tbera nwoy 
for the season. If yon delay patting them 
•Wij until June, eiamine the lura well and 
lhake and beat them very thoroughly; in 
order that any moth eggs that may hare 
.been.lain in tberh may be thoroughly rt- 
moved or killed. Furs sealed up early in 
If iy need no camphor or tobacco or other 
preventive.
